Nor ig it Mkely that any 
similar rival or successor will ap- 
pear with more ambition and re 
sources. The militarists of the 
South may not be superiot ‘in 
honesty and intelligence, but thev 
are at least nominally ‘the ser- 
vants of din idea, whieh spreads 
and grows even amidst the terrible 
evils which jt creates. 

.It is the consciousness of this,

Lighting Law. 


There has been much comment 
at Home on the new Lighting Act 
which came into force last month. 
The Act stutes that all motor cars 
will carry two Iamps each show- 
ing to the front a white Nght and 
to the 

rear a red light—all lamps to be 

visible from ‘a reasonable, dis- 
tance, There is nothing stated in 
the Act as to the need for the 
front Jamps to indfcate the full 
width, of’ the vehicle,. "but it is 
atated that ‘the two obligatory 
front lamps shall not be mare 
than 12 inches from the extreme 
edges of the. sides to which they 
are’ attached, and it is generally 

considered that this will’ prove a 

aufMficient guide to motorists when 

passing each other. With regard 
‘to the lighting‘ regulations in 

Hongkong there are some which 

are not. quite satisfactory. 
In one, it states . that’ ‘a 

motor vehicle will carry'two head 
“Ughts to show the width of the 
vehicle (presumiibly at night) but 
ag a matter of fact many of the 
local vehicles cannot'dd this as the 
head lamps are fitted Inside the 
wings.’
